and In Making Toys—They Dross Prettily, 
but Do Not l<ace—TIany Superior Brass

Perhaps one of tho most interesting 


studies m this part of the woild is the 
native- and the development of his racial 
features 
Those who are given to the 


study of physiognomy ai o impressed at 
once with the intellectual superiority of 
the female native over the male

show s it plainly in her face and manner,

descriptive letter from the pen of Mrs, 
Nellie Johns Moore, now si Honolulu, 
Sandwich Islands, with her husband, 
Lieut, 0. B. Moore, of the United States 
Man of War. "Alert." The letter ap. 
peared in the Chicago Times of Monday, 
and tells all about the tropical ielandt 
and the people, Of the home life of the 
people Mrs. Moore writes: 


Tlie bouses are all set In the uildit ol emerald 


lawns and buried In vines and flowers. They 
look like rather insignificant one-story attain, 
trith verandas so wtde that one can hardly see 
tlie house, and tt is a great surprise on entering 
to find wide hijh rooms beautifully furnished 
with cool, nlute malting, hard wood floors, and 
beautiful rugs. They hava here a most delight- 
ful way of building cottages. There will be » 
big central house, and as the family grows they 
build detached rooms with broad verandas. I 
am now occupying one of these "annexes," a 
huge parlor with a bay window In one eud and 
a wide veranda at the other, connecting It with 
"the house," two bedrooms and A bath at tha 
side. The cottage is made available to me by 
the absence o£ one of tlio children of the house. 
It would be impossible to find a more generous 
and hospitable people. Their homes, their car- 
riages, thelFsbasTde cottages, their dowert and 
fruit are generously placed at the disposal of the 
stranger witnin their gates. Every day Invita- 
tions to diiutei,to lunch, to ride, to picnic at 
Walkiki aie showered upon us, Half a dozen 
carriages ha\e been put at our disposal, we are 
only to hang a small American flag from the 
window and, presto, a carriage is W appear. 
This is all tlie more delightful from tbe fact that 
walking, except m the morning and after four 
o'clock 111 the alteiuoou, is scarcely possible, 
though tUe balmy air soothet and rests the lazy 
lounger. The climate invites to inactivity, and 
I do not wonder the natives "toil nor, neither do 
they spin." Nourishing fruit grows wild in 
abundance to be had for the gathering. Pulta's 
bread fruit, bananas, pineapples, guavas and 
lots of other fruits I don't know how to spell 
grow almost without cullivatiou. Taro and pol, 
easily grown and quickly prepared, make life 
eas>, and the abundance of lish renders the pro- 
viding of food lor a family simply a pastime and 
a pleasure to this almost amphibious people. It 
is almost Impossible to get anything ol native 
manufacture, though much of tUelr work if pro. 
curable lit ic.isonable prices, Is both curious and 
beautiful; but a native will not work, or if he 
does, he e\pecte to be petted, praised and paid. 
For tins icason tbe servants and laborers are all 
Chinese or Japs. The women sit in the shade 
and play their "tauo pache," a small, guitar-like 
instrument, which they strike with one hand.jill 
the chords at once, making a faint guitar-banjo 
sort of accompaniment to singing. When not 
singing and laughing, they are making garlands 
for their shoulders and hats or are swimming 
and bathing.
